TERRIBLE TRAGEDY 
NEAR CLINTON. 


/Mrs. 
Linlillac 
Shot, 
anti 
Dangerously Wounded. 


Would Be Murderer Takes the 
Poison Route. 


A terrible altatr happened on tho 
Lintilleo lunch shortly niter noon on 
Monday, i'lie Liutillao ranch is com­ 
monly known as the Douot, place, and 
is located near Clinton, seven miles 
east of Jackson. Liutillao bought 
the place about sevon yours ago, and 
with his family, consisting of a wife 
and one child, 
has occupied 
the 
place ever since, 
cultivating the 
vineyard, aud 
making wine 
and 
brandy. 
Lintillac employed a farm hand 
named Joseph Choalich. lie was em­ 
ployed steadily, so it is claimed, at 
so much per day the year round, it 
was owing to a dispute about his 
wages that the tragedy 
occurred, 
Choalich contended that a sum of 
852 was due him, less 82 lot liquor. 
Mrs Liutillao transacted the business 
of keeping books and settliug with 
the employes. She claimed that there 
was only 87.50 coming to Choalloh. 
T he latter quit aud seems to have 
brooded over the matter. Last week 
he came to Jaakson aud consulted an 
attorney iu regard to the oolleotion 
of the sum ¿alleged to be due him, 
and he left the account in the hands 
of U. P. Vioini, who promised to tiy 
and settle it amicably. 
On the other aide, it is said that he 
was employed at odd times, when 
there was work to do. 
There was no 
steady employment. That he claimed 
there was 825 due him, aud they con­ 
tended they owed him onlv 87.50. On 
Monday about, two o'clock, Mrs 
Lintillac, was standing a short dis- 
)auce front the kitchen door, when 
Choalich came along, and agam 
started a conversation in regard to 
wages. 
He carried a double barrel 
shot guD, although this would not 
ordinarily create alarm. 
Mrs 1-in- 
tilluc referred him to her husband— 
to go aud see bim about it. 
Tbere- 
npon Choalich, raised his gun and 
ilred both barrels in quick sucoessiou. 
He evidently aimed to cripple bis 
victim, as each charge took etfeot in 
the lower part of the limbs. 
The 
weapon was loaded with B shot. One 
chaige took effect iu the left leg, 
midway between the kneé and ankle, 
shattering the bone in a terrible 
manner. 
The other 
charge took 
effect in the right foot, carrying away 
the heel aud around the ankle. 
At 
the time she was wearing heavy 
Freuob boots, with wood soles, aud 
the heel of the ahce was shot away. 
After doing tbis terrible work, 
Choalloh tied, and it was surmised 
th a t hie object was to escape. 
An Italian living on the Lagomar- 
sino place hasteuted to Jackson for 
medioal aid. 
At the same time an­ 
other left lor the Tabeau reservoir to 
sum m on a doctor by telephone. 
The 
m an ou horseback got the news to 
town. He made the trip in an in­ 
credibly abort time. 
It was perhaps 
a m atter of life or death, aud be did 
not spare horse flesh. Galloping into 
M ain street, without bat, with the 
anim al he bestrode panting aud foam­ 
ing, he dismounted at the Spaguoli 
dru g store, and entered. 
Every one 
on the street kuew that something 
unusual bad happened. 
H e told the 
story ot the shooting. Dr. Eudicott, 
aooompauied by 8. N. Spaguoli, at 
once started for the scene. 
Shortly thereafer sheriff Gregory 
aud constable Laverone started out 
to look after the shooter, who it was 
reported had escaped. 
Choalich, however, judging from 
the sequel, was not intent ou escap­ 
ing in the general acceptation of the 
term. 
He came on to Jacksou, and 
reached here shortly after 5 o ’clock. 
W hether he came to surrendered him­ 
self or to end his existanoe iu the 
sensational way he took oau never he 
known. 
it was Washington’s birth­ 
day aud a holiday. 'The court house 
was deserted. 
Moreover, it was past 
business hours auy way when he got 
here. 
it appears he passed by the 
court house aud went to the nearest 
store—that of W. Scbroeder—only a 
few steps away, 
aud purchased a 
couple of oranges. 
lie then went 
hack aud took a seat ou the cement 
curbing urouud the grass plot in front 
ot the court house, mid cumtueuced 
peeling au orange. 
Thus. Lomiu, 
who is attending the saloon opposite 
the court house, noticed the man 
sitting there, hut did nut know him 
uud there wus nothing strange about 
his 
conduct to attract particular 
attention. 
Hu noticed 
there wus 


something in his hand besides tne 
orange. 
Ho noticed ho spit out, the 
llrst, mouthful. 
In a few m inutes 
LettlIn heard a peculiar cry coming 
from the man and turning to see, the 
mati threw out his hands and fell 
backwards, lie rushed up to him, 
took him by the arm and told him to 
get up. 
lie was as rigid as iron, and 
frothing at tho month. 
lie told him 
to got up, and attempted to ussiat 
him. 
'The man 
said, “ Too la te .” 
These were the last and only worda 
he spoke after taking tho poisoned 
dose. 
In less than lifteon m inutes 
at,fur taking his seat on tho curbing, 
he was dead. 
The body was removed temporarily 
into the corridor between tiie ju i I and 
hall of 
records. 
Deputy sheriff 
Connors searched the man’s pockets, 
and found 
therein a small bottle 
Inbelod ‘‘¡Strychnine.” 
It £wns half 
filled 
with 
the deadly drug. 
Ot 
course this was taken as the explana­ 
tion of the tragic death. There was 
also 81.50 found in bis pockets, and a 
pocket knife. 
Coroner Potter came m er from Ply 
mouth the following morning 
aud 
impaneled a jury to inquire into the 
death of Choalich. 
'The following 
were sworn as jurors: C. Giovannom, 
S. Harris, A. Giuocahio,Amber Meek, 
K. Webb, W. M. Peury, V. Talenti. J. 
Picoardo, Henry Weil, J. D. Palm er 
Martin Lubeuko. 
The coroner afterwards found upon 
a thorough examination of the body 
the following 
additional articles: 
Declaration of intention paper, dated 
March ti, 1906; state poll tax for 1908, 
three pocket handkerchiefs, a silver 
watch, aud a couple of lead penails. 
At the inquest the wituesses e x ­ 
amined were U. 8. Gregory, T'hos. 
Lemin, Dr. Sprague, W. Counors 
and John Glavioh. it was shown that 
deceased about two o'clock appeared 
at the Liutillao ranob,while Mrs L in- 
tillao was hanging out [some clothes. 
He went up to where she was stand 
ing, with the gun iu his hand, and 
said be wanted 825.50. She replied 
that they did not owe bim that m u c h ; 
that it had been raiuing the last 
month, aud that he owed 820 for 
hoard, and 82 for a gallon of brandy. 
He told her that be would not pay 
for board. 
Thereupon Mrs L intillac 
referred him to her husbabd for a 
settlement. He then raised bis gun 
and ilred. She fell at once, and while 
she lay ou the grouud be discharged 
the second shot at bis victim. Prench 
Aleck, who was working about fifty 
yurds away, hearing the woman's 
screams, 
rau 
to 
her 
assistance. 
Choalich, after doing tbia Heudisti 
deed, walked deliberately and leisure­ 
ly away. H e had taken dinner that 
day at C am pauelli’s place, aDd the 
weapon is believed to have been ob­ 
tained from there, it was found 
afterwards on the premises. Before 
starting for Jacksou, be returned to 
Campanelli’s, aud said he 
h a d n ’t 
discharged the gun tor four days, 
although the weapon showed every 
sign of having been rocently dis­ 
charged. i t seems that he changed 
the blue jum p er that be wore for iiis 
coat, and then set out for Jacksou, 
reaching here shortly after Uve. 
A t 
Urst bs weut by the M. E. church, 
aud sat down. 
He threw away a 
whiskey bottle, coutaiuiug some fluid, 
whether liquo r or not is not known, 
aud then weut to 8ohroeder’s store 
and purchased the orange, in passing 
up to the front of the oourt house, 
he spoke to Lemin, saying, ‘‘Good 
day,” as pleasantly as possible. 
Alter hearing the evidence, the jury 
brought iu the following verdict; 
‘‘That the deceeased 
was named 
Joseph 
Choalich, 
a 
native 
u! 
Austria, aged about 42 years, that he 
cauie to his death in the city of Jauk- 
sou, on the 22d day of February, 
1909, from the effects of a dose of 
stryohuiue poison, administered by 
his own baud with suioidal intent.” 
Deceased has been in tbis section for 
the past six or seyen years. 
He was 
looked upou as not a man capable 
of suoh a m urderous attack, rather 
weak in mental capacity, but strictly 
honest. 
H e has no relatives iu this 
country so far as kuowu. 
Mrs L iutillao’s Condition. 
Dr. Eudicott, on reaching the Liu- 
tiilac place, found the gunshot wouud ' 
ot a very serious nature. He deoided j 
to amputute the iett leg at once, uud 
this was doue witii the ussistauce of 
Ur. Gull, at a point betweeu the knee 
aud ankle, i t is probable that the 
right foot will ulso have to be taken 
off, hut this was deemed inadvisable 
at that time, A few duys may elapse 
before this second operation is hud. 
Mrs Liutillao is considered 
iu 
a i 
critical condition. The shuck and the I 
severe wounds may he more than her 
coustitutiou can withstand. Hhu is a 
bright, intelligent woman, uud liked 
by all who kuew hbr. The sympathy ¡ 


of tlin fmtiro community goes out to­ 
ward her and her husband in tins 
terrible calamity. 
Miss lllakely, daughter of W. 11. 
Blakely, of Drytown, who has re­ 
cently graduated from tho Pablóla 
hospital as;i trained nurse,went up to 
the Liutillao ranch on Tuesday to 
nurse Mrs Liutillao, 
As soon ns possible, probably to­ 
morrow, 
Mra L intillac 
will be 
brought to the hospital to have the 
amputation of the other foot per­ 
formed, 
It was thought advisable to 
have the patient here, nut ouiy for 
tho convenience of the county operat­ 
ing room, hut also within easy dis 
tunco of the attending physician. At 
Inst accounts she whs doing nicely, 
with both pulse and temperature but 
a trifle above normal. 
Htrong hopes 
are entertained that she will survive. 
Mrs Liutillao, who wns. beside the 
assailant, the only witness of the 
shooting, says that after the flrst 
allot, when she lay helpless on the 
ground, she said to the shooter iu an 
upbraiding wny, ‘‘You should shoot 
the other leg.” 
Thoreiipcn Choalich 
raised bis gun aud deliberately fired 
the second time. 
Before leaving the 
spot lie took the precaution to take 
out the shell from one of tho barrels 
and replace it with a loaded shell, 
and then walked away. 
Mr Lintillaa was haif a mile away 
at the time, it is thought that Chna- 
lich had 
been hanging about the 
premises for some time, waiting until 
satisfied that no one was about the 
house beside Mrs Liutillac. 
The 
husband was summoned as quiokiy us 
possible, and as soon as he arrived 
bandaged the limbs as best he could 
to staunch the Uovr of blood as much 
as possible. 


SHEEP MEN WIN 
A BIG VICTORY. 


Appellate Court Knocks out Lassen 
County Tax on Sheep Grazing. 


The revenue of Lassen county is 
dealt a severe blow in the decision 
handed down to-dny by tbe district 
court of appeal of tbe third appellate 
district iu grantiDg the writ of habeas 
corpus sought by L. L. McCoy, a 
sbeep-rniser of Bed Bluff, who made 
a test case ot the Lasseu oounty 
ordinance charging a license tax of 5 
cents a head on sheep and lambs 
grazed In that oounty. 
in closing tho lengthy opinion, pre­ 
siding justice Cbipman says: 
‘‘The 
ordinance is unreasonable and was 
adopted for the pnrpose of raising 
revenue and was oot intended to be. 
and is not. an ordinance adopted for 
regula ion only, and is therefore 
void.” 
The court also declares that license 
taxes ou lambs is burdensome, oppres­ 
sive and unreasonable and, is a vio­ 
lation of au act of tbe legislature of 
February 26, 1906. 
It is pointed out in the opinion 
that the assessment roll of Lasseu 
oounty amounted to 86,090,ÜU0 last 
year. 
lhe general 
fund received 
825,000 in taxes while tbe road fund 
obtained about 824,000. 
The license 
o d sheep with an ussessed valuation 
of 8500,000 amounts to more than 
one-half of tbe general fund or road 
fuod derived from the property tax 
with more thau teu times tbe assessed 
valuation of sheep, SH ya the opiuinn. 
The appellate oourt decision is 
looked upou as a victory lor the 
sheep men who have had trouble 
with county hoards of supervisors 
charging licenses for grazing sheep. 
Last August McCoy permitted him­ 
self to be arrested for violating the 
county ordinance which imposed the 
5-oent head license on sheep and 
lambs raised or grazed in tbe county. 
He was released on 8100 hail aud 
immediately began testing tbe case, 
Anally appearing before the appellate 
court asking tor a writ of habeas 
corpus. 
The Bheepmun complain and tbe 
appellate jostioes agree with them, 
that sheep are taxed a property tax 
aud grazing lioense in Lassen couuty 
and a lioense again )u Plumas or 
Modoo oouuties, where they probably 
graze tor a few months in the year, 
if they go into the national forest 
reserve they are assessed a rental of 8 
oeuts a head by the federal govern­ 
ment. 
Iwouty-live per cent of this 
latter charge is turned over to the 
counties by the federal authorities, 
half of which is spent ou couuty 
roads, which, it is held, are dumuged 
by sheep traveling from one range to 
another. The justices declare that 95 
per cent of the sheep pastured uud 
taxed iu Lasseu county must take 
out a license tor ouiy a few mouths’ 
stay iu the county aud this is uot 
just.—Hao, Bee.

Editorial Column, 


A M A D O R 
D E E P 
M IN IN G . 


The fact that, as demonstrated in the experience of the 
Kennedy mine—the most famous gold producer along the 
mother lode—the ore body is found to hold its own in both 
size and richness at vast depth, is bound sooner or later to 
have a stimulating effect upon the mining industry along 
this gold-bearing belt. At the 3150 level the ore body shows 
up as strong and as plentifully impregnated with the 
precious metal—to say the least—as at any previous level 
opened.

The idea that while the ledge matter 
might continue to great depths, the ore would probably wax 
poorer, and finally reach the non remunerative stage, has 
been dispelled by the stern logic of practical test. We do 
not know of any place in this country where gold mines 
have been proven to such great depths. In Australia and 
South Africa, where fissures similar to that of the mother 
lode have been made in nature’s laboratory, ore bodies have 
been followed to even greater depths than here, and their 
value has been proven to hold out. The Deeps of the Rand 
are celebrated the world over on account of their auriferous 
yield at depths never before attained in gold mining. Ama­ 
dor county seems to be the focal point of deep mining along 
the main gold belt of California. The prospects indicate 
that the Deeps of this region will be as notorious in years to 
come as the South African field is now, perhaps not on so 
liberal a scale of production, but as a sample of the possi­ 
bilities of remunerative mining at depths heretofore un- 
tliought of. 
And yet with this bright outlook scarcely any stir beyond 
the normal is made in mining and capitalist circles. If such 
a condition faced a district in the deserts of Nevada or any 
other undeveloped region, there would be an influx of 
thousands of adventurers and prospectors in a few hours. The 
booster spirit would have full swing, without one tithe of the 
real merit that attaches to the fields of Amador. People often 
wonder why such is the case? Why do fields remote and in­ 
volving more difficulties in operating, have the call to the 
neglect of mineral riches nearer home, and pleasantly locat­ 
ed? It is true boosting has not been made a special study 
here as in some of the much vaunted regions. It has always 
been regarded as a rule that really meritorious mineral dis­ 
tricts do not need the services of the professional booster to 
advertise their merits. Experience, however, shows that it 
is not well to be too modest in this respect. Amador county 
has suffered from over modesty. A boosting club would do 
us no harm, because we have plenty of resources to back up 
the boosting. 


A decision of the appellate court of the third district, de­ 
claring invalid an ordinance of the board ot supervisors of 
Lassen county imposing a license tax of five cents per head 
on migratory sheep grazed during the snmmer season on the 
mountain ranges of that county, will be read with much in­ 
terest by stockmen throughout the state. It is vitally im­ 
portant to sheep and cattle men in this county, who for years 
have been subject to heavy charges by neighboring counties 
for migratory stock. The revenue of Alpine county will be 
seriously crippled if this court decision stands. No doubt 
the matter, in some shape, will find its way into the highest 
tribunal of the state for final determination. 


W e are informed a change in the salary schedule of this 
county will be made, raising the salary of the superin­ 
tendent of schools from $1200 to $15 0 0 per annum. 
No 
reasonable objection can be urged against this move. 
The 
truth is, and has been for years, that the school superinten­ 
dent receives less pay for the amount of work done than any 
other county official. 
It has never been increased since 1880, 
while all other local salaries have been boosted in some way 
or other. 
Not only official salaries, but the wages in all 
lines of industry have moved up. 
W h y then should the 
school superintendent remain stationary. The raise, if enact­ 
ed into law, will not effect the present term of office.

THE HONEYMOON PARADE. 


Wedding Custom In One Town When 
the T ra in Is Late. 
A small city, which nerd not. bo lo­ 
cated more particularly thnn that It Is 
aomowhore cent of Poston, has Its own 
peculiar way of speeding the newly 
married on their honeymoon. 
For one thing, every one goes to the 
station to soo tlio couple depart. Tills 
Is done In innny smnll pieces. Tlio 
showering of rice or confetti end the 
throwing of the old shoe tnke place, 
not at the home of the bride, but at tlio 
station. To that extent the city re­ 
ferred to Is not unusual. 
Put In tills city train schedules fre­ 
quently go awry, and when they do 
the unusual happens.

The 
departure from the bride's home Is 
made in due season to catch the train 
If It Is on time. 
The wedding guests rush to the sta­ 
tion, where all other Inhabitants hav­ 
ing nothing bettor to do have assem­ 
bled already. It Is a free show which 
no one would miss. 
The carriage benring the newly mar­ 
ried pair Is drawn by white horses and 
decorated with white ribbons. Custom 
demands this, and no one has yet had 
the temerity to do otherwise. 
The carriage arrives at the station, 
and It is learned that the train Is so 
many minutes or so mnny hours late. 
Usually the measure Is In hours. 
The carriage doesn’t wait. It goes 
parading. It drives around and around 
n proscribed route, from every point of 
which the driver can get due notice of 
the approach of the train. 
The crowd remains patiently nt the 
station. Other curious persons station 
themselves at points along the route 
just to see the wedding coach pass. 
Sometimes two or three carriages, 
drawn by white horses and decorated 
In white, swing steadily around this 
hymeneal circuit. 
It seems like an 
endless procession. ,It Is not unsual 
for a wedding pair to spend the first 
five hours of their honeymoon Just rid­ 
ing round and round waiting for the 
train. 
When the screech of the locomotive 
finally Is heard the driver continues to 
swing up to the platform just as the 
train comes to a stop. Then the bride 
and bridegroom make a mad rush for 
their car amid a shower of rice and 
confetti and old shoos. The honeymoon 
parade Is over.—Exchange.

But tho Lawyer* Never Have Been 
Able to Drock Through the Phalanx 
of Legal Enactment* That Preservo 
tho Old Landmark In Cheapside. 
There Is a trre In Chcapslde, Lon­ 
don, that may be described ns the 
most expensive ot Its kind on onrth. 
If fire dollar gold pieces filled the entire 
trunk nnd five dollar bills fluttered in 
place of every one of the leaves It 
would not buy the torra firma it occu­ 
pies, for the land on which It stands, 
the northwest corner of Wood street 
nnd Chenpsido, is worth .$4,500,000 an 
acre. The tree lias stood on the spot 
for more than 200 years, while its site 
has augmented In value to almost fab­ 
ulous proportions. 
There have been severnl hard fought 
lnwsuits over this plot of ground, the 
fight having been carried even to the 
house of lords. But so far the lawyers 
never have been able to break through 
the phalanx of legal enactments which 
preserve the tree. In tho first place, 
there is a law in England which pro­ 
hibits builders from putting up a 
structure which shall keep out tho 
light from windows which bear tho 
mysterious words “ancient lights.' 
This tree in Cheapside literally is sur­ 
rounded by a number of “ancient 
lights” proprietors whose consent nev­ 
er has been obtained when it came 
to cutting down the tree and putting 
a modern structure on its site. For 
the same reason the storekeeper who 
rents the tiny two story structure on 
the corner just In front of the tree 
never has been able to put his build­ 
ing up beyond its present height. 
Some years ago one builder, who 
thought himself more “cute” than the 
others, stnrted to take the law into his 
own hands nnd put up a building, 
thinking to “arrange” with the owners 
of the “ancient lights” afterward. But 
he was met with a perfect shower 
of injunctions, proceedings, writs and 
Indictments, more than would have 
covered the tree In Its full spring 
bloom, and It is said he never has been 
able to pay the thousands of dollars of 
law costs which his llttl* experiment 
resulted In. 
A few years ago some gardeners 
were ordered to lop ofT certain limbs of 
the tree which hung over Cheapside. 
It was done really to save the life of 
the tree and with the consent of the 
parish clerk and churchwardens of St. 
Teter’s, Cheapside, the ancient lKtle 
Norman church In Foster lane, near by, 
who guard this tree from the vandals’ 
clutches. 
TYhen the men began to 
work on the tree, however, It created 
a big sensation In Cheapside. “They 
are chopping down oar tree,” went up 
from a thousand angry throats fn tbe 
dlstrlet. Polleemen were called, and 
doubtless there would lav* been an­ 
other shower of writs. Injunctions *nd 
proceedings had not the minister of 
the parish explained the real «eesoc 
for the lopping operations. 
Another almost Impassabl* harrtei 
which protects tbe tree tn its position 
is the fact that It grown fa sacred 
ground. There Is a law tn London that 
no building can he erected on sacred 
ground without special act of parlia­ 
ment, and woe betide the unhappy 
man who «ares te pnt up even a shan­ 
ty wtthin tbe sacred preefnets *f a 
gra reyard fn Bngland. 
TMs particular corner of Cheapside 
has been Immortalised by Words­ 
worth : 
At the corner ef Woefl street whe* <*»y- 
llgtit appears 
Thero's a thrush that stnse alau«; it has 
sung for three years. 
This bird was wont te perch fn tbe 
now famous tree, and it attracted the 
attention of Wordsworth, who used to 
breakfast In a little shop near by. As 
far back as tbe year 1392—Just a hun­ 
dred years before Mr. Columbus dis­ 
covered America—another tree stood 
In this graveyard and is spoken of by 
Chnuecr: 
That whosoever ploynes ft away, 
He shall have Chrystls' curse for ay». 
The tree is therefore a direct de­ 
scendant of perhaps the oldest tree on 
record In England, and It may almost 
be described as an English institution. 
This particular portion of Cheapside 
is back of the general postofflce nnd 
is one of the finest pieces of real es­ 
tate In the world. With the tremen­ 
dous difficulties that stand In the way 
of its being built over—the sanctity of 
the land Itself and the power of the 
“ancient lights” statute—it is prob­ 
able that this piece of ground will re­ 
main “unimproved” for another cen­ 
tury or two. In a recent interview the 
manager of the real estate agents who 
control nearly all the land In the dis 
trlct declared that “the old tree in 
Cheapside occupies a position which Is 
likely never he built upon.” There 
would be a perfect howl of execration 
from all sides if any oue were to at­ 
tempt to put up a modern building 
there, for Wood street itself Is so 
narrow that the people on both sides 
of the street have a right to claim 
“ancient lights,” and the builder who 
went In for improving this property 
would have to "square” so many peo­ 
ple that lie would never be able to get 
any profit out of the building.—Now 
York Press.

Study the Heart. 
The human heart is fast losing its 
mystery. Yon can actually see it 
nowadays—or, rather,you can observe 
its movements in a shadow picture by 
means o the Roentgen rays. The 
fact is not new, but the facilities for 
applying the idea to medioal soienoe 
have developed wonderfully, and the 
authorities of one of the great Eng­ 
lish hospitals are prond of tbe latest 
addition to their electrical depart­ 
ment. which will be opened probably 
in tbe near fatare. It is called an 
"orthodiagraph,” because it gives a 
tracing of the object disolosed in ex­ 
act relative dimensions. 
The apparatns hus four arms, one of 
which holds a small, circular, green­ 
ish-yellow screen, one a wide, black 
ring; one a wooden case, aud tbe 
other tbe little reservoir that acts as 
a pencil for tbe tracing. Against u 
tall canvus screen in the dark stands 
tbe persou who wants his internal 
organa to be seen at work. The arms 
of the umobine are lowered until the 
greenish-yellow ecreeu appears in 
front. There is heard the faint 
crackle of oleotrioity,a circle of light 
appears,and tbe motions of the heart, 
reflected on the soreen, may be fol­ 
lowed. Attached to the front of the 
machine is a bulb. This is in associa­ 
tion witb.the “ pencil” behind, and 
as it is pressed a drawing of the 
heart ia traced In little, blue dots 
upou another white screen at the 
buck. 
The novelty of this machine ia the 
perfection to which it has been 
brought. It may be worked by a 
linger. Great value is attached to 
the use of the orthodiagraph, which 
will enable accurate and reliable re­ 
cords of the state of patients’ hearts 
to bo obtaiuod. At present, however, 
only the outlines aud tho move­ 
ments can he observed, it is not 
possible as yet to see the structure ot 
the heart. The orthodiagraph wus 
made at Nanbiem. Germany.

rot. 
Mist an d rain so often follow great 
eirth q u ak es, like that of 
M essina, 
that it is thought there must be some

vapor. 
Comparing 
the 
m agnitude of earthquakes by th e area 
shaken, it is found that the M essina 
shook affected not more than 95,000

“ T H E GALLED JA D ES WINCE.” 
The Dispatch has noobjection to anyone looking 
over any claim or bill that it has ever presented to 
the county for payment. But, from Webb’s own 
statement, it is very clear that his main object in 
“inspecting” our bills is to see if he can find some 
excuse for throwing mud at the Dispatch. This, 
according to onr notion, is a low, mean, cowardly 
and contemptible method of doing business, and no 
gentleman would be guilty of such practices even 
in attempting to injure a business rival. 
We do not propose to discuss the peculiar ideas of profes­ 
sional ethics contained in the above. The truth is, our co­ 
temporary is endeavoring to sidetract public opinion from the 
main issue; namely, his palpable and brazen-faced grafting 
bills presented against the county, and allowed and paid by 
the officials concerned. The course of the Ledger in this matter 
needs no defense. 
But the damaging inference is that a 
business man who will deliberately defraud the county, will, 
if opportunity offers, defraud others. There is no escaping 
spch a conclusion. False in one respect, false in others, 
when self-interest is the issue. And the remarkable feature 
about the two plain and undeniable cases of grafting that we 
have exposed on the part of the Dispatch is that no effort 
has been made to make the beneficiare “cough up” his ill- 
gotten gain. That is the most serious aspect of this 
affair. There are officials whose sworn duty it is to protect 
the taxpayers against such raids upon the treasury. But 
while the law imposes upon them this duty, and holds them 
responsible for its non-performance, it is also the duty of 
every law-abiding citizen to expose any attempt to gouge 
the people by outrageous and illegal charges. This the Led­ 
ger has done, and will continue to do, whether the Dispatch 
or anyone else is involved in the graft. If our cotemporary 
will kindly put us wise regarding any other plain case of 
fraudlaut claims allowed and paid, we will be just as ready 
to ventilate the same in these columns as in the instances 
furnished from the Dispatch office. But we demur to accept­ 
ing the Dispatch as an oracle on the subject of gentlemanly 
honor or business integrity. 
if Senator Camiuetti wants a special election to vote on the 
Constitutional amendments. He thinks that an election for 
that special purpose would elicit more interest in the meas­ 
ures proposed and call forth more general discussion pro and 
con of the various propositions. Experience is against this 
idea. We had special elections years ago to vote 011 judiciary 
officers. This was intended to take such offices out of the 
domain of party politics. The practical effect was anything 
but satisfactory. A very small vote was cast at such elections, 
and the plan after a few years was abandoned as a failure, It 
would no doubt be the same with a separate election for 
constitutional amendments. It would entail extra cost, with­ 
out corresponding benefit. The Caminetti plan was report­ 
ed adversely upon by the committee, and that will probably 
be the end of it. 
At the instance of the people’s lobby, a proposed consti­ 
tutional amendment has been introduced in the senate em­ 
bodying the principle of direct legislation by the people. 
The gist of this amendment provides that upon the presen­ 
tation of a petition signed by eight per cent of the votes cast 
at the preceding general election, the secretary of state must 
submit to the voters at the next general election the proposed 
law as set forth in said petition. A majority vote in favor of 
the proposition is sufficient for its adoption. We cannot see 
any objectiou to such aninitiative legislation. We believe its 
effect would be wholesome. It is hoped the legislature will 
adopt the proposed ameudment.
